The buying publie is now demanding that ‘the cover be eliminated. The new basket has been 
to satisfactorily meet this serious situation. 

This feature of the wide six-quart will be particularly advantageous for the growers who market 
their own produce on the Hamilton and Windsor municipal markets. 


It Is Pilferproof—Unlike the old basket, the new one is pilferproof. The bouquet system of pack- 
ing the fruit to nearly the top of the handle, now used to у fill the standard six-quart, is good- 
looking, but has the result of being a big temptation to the ishonest merchant to pilfer. The bouquet 
system of packing has also the disadvantages of much bruising in handling and of being a slow, difficult 
and expensive job from a labor standpoint. These several difficulties have been overcome in the new 
basket by extra width which makes it possible to pack all the fruit іп an orderly fashion inside the 
basket, thus making the new basket not only pilferproof but also an efficient container, satisfactory for 


the grower, the dealer and the consumer alike.
